MONTRE AL(C U P)-- Que bee 
uniersity students worft see an 
increase in tuition fees next 
year, no matter who's in power 
in Quebec City. 

The Parti Quebecois 
minister of higher education, 
science and technology, Yves 
Be rube, announced last week 
university tuition fees will 
remain at about $570 a year, 
the rate they have been since 
196 9 . Quebec has the 

cheapest tuition in Canada. 



Liberal party showed its 
strength at the congress, also 
persuading the party to support 
welfare parity for Quebec 
residents under 30 and achieve 
this in the first two years of 
its mandate.

86,9% of the students are 
questioning themselves about 
recent agricultural issues and 
would like to have more 
information on these issues. 

93,7% felt the need for 
an organization which has as 
its goals: more accessibility to 
information in areas of 
agriculture and food (recent

An open students 1 society 
meeting was held March 7th in 
the CC lounge. 

Students 1 Society 
announced that the government 
has decided to freeze student 
fees for the 1985-86 academic 
year. Student fees may 
increase here at Macdonald for 
the following reasons: 
1. 

Yearbook: A $4/person 
increase would mean that each 
student automatically gets a 
yearbook and the cost will be 
greatly reduced overall. This 
was suggested because in the 
past years all the books 
ordered were not sold (150 
books remain from last year) 
and a great deal of money was 
lost. The yearbook committee 
could then concentrate on 
producing a high quality book 
rather than selling it. 



McGill Daily: A ~$4/person 
increase was discussed to get 
the Daily delivered to 
Macdonald College. It would 
be one or two days late. 
Already, much student's society 
money is invested in the 
jjlgyest. 

^^^ i *Tr*'wa?^suggested that a 
deal can be struck to just 
exchange newspapers, so that 
downtown 'McGill can get the 
Harvest. We know "out 
downtown McGill, but do they 
know about us???

Centennial Center Fees: A 
$10/person increase would help 
build capital for future 
renovations (the roof, bar, 
etc.). There has been no 
increase since 1968.

1000.

Ottawa(CUP)— There are still 
no application forms available 
anywhere in the country for 
Challenge $5 student summer 
job creation program, 
announced by the Conservative 
government more than a month 
ago. 

The government wants to 
give out 5205 million, mainly 
to employers as a subsidy or 
grant to hire students for 
summer jobs, but has been 
slow in organizing the program 
partly because of an attempt 
to "harmonize" job- creation 
with the provinces. 

Federal bureaucrats in 
Ottawa said because the 
program is new, it has taken 
much more time to set up, 
and will not be organised by 
the time students get out of 
school. 

"It seems unlikely things 
will be in place by mid- April," 
said Allan Lennon, national 
co-ordinator of -the 
employment and immigration 
union's campaign against 
cutbacks in the ministry. 

Under the program, 
employers have to obtain 
applications through their local 
employment development 
branch and ask the federal 
government to give them 
money to hire students for the 
summer. 

Lennon said the 
application forms are not 
ready because the federal and 
provincial are having prohlems 
agreeing on the forms? content. 

To make up for the delay, 
Flora MacDonald, employment 
and immigration minister, 
announced new deadlines for 
appications: March 29 in &C, 
Manitoba, the Northwest 
Territories and Ontario and 
M arch 22 in all other 
provinces.

deadlines mean the distribution 
of money will be hopelessly 
delayed. 

"The minister has sounded 
the death- knell by moving the 
application deadline back to 
the end of March, just three 
weeks before thousands of 
students become actively 
unemployed," McCurdy told the 
House of Commons March 6. 

Brian MacDonald, a 
project officer in the 
employment ministry, admitted 
in an interview that "human 
beings beng what they are, 
they will wait until the last 
possible date to send in their 
applications." 

"Ninety or 95 per cent of 
the applications will come in 
the last few days," MacDonald 
said. 

Lennon said the 
employment ministry claims it 
can turn around an application 
-- assess it and grant or 
refuse money--in 48 hours. 

"But two years ago (the 
ministry) also said 48 hours 
and it took eight weeks to 
four months," London said. 

MacDonald said the 
process will be quicker this 
year because applications will 
be handled by regional offices 
unless they involve four or 
more people. 

Still, Lennon said, 
"Yotfve got to assess it. 1 Is 
this a worthwhile endeavor? 1 " 

"Challenge f 85 has been a 
bureaucratic botch by the 
government from the 
beginning," Lennon said. 

"When the government 
does approve the funding for 
corporations 1 requests to hire 
students, students can apply 
for the jobs through Canada 
Employment Centres for 
Students. But employment 
officials have said it will be 
mild-July before all the 
applications are processed.

L f edition du 18 fevrier du 
magazine Newsweek consacrait 
8 pages a la crise que traverse 
actuellement F agriculture aux 
Etats-Unis. S ous le ti tre, 
"Bitter harvest", l f article decrit 
la chute des prix et des 
revenus ainsi que la montee de 
l 1 endettement au cours des 
annees 70 a 82. Ces 
mouvements de Teconomie 
acculent maintenant a la 
faillite pres de 30% des 
fermes americaines selon Neil 
Hail, economiste agricole de 
TUniversite cflowa. Selon lui, 
12% des agriculteurs 
americains feront faillite cfici 
la fin de Tannee.

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PQ GOVERNMENT HELPS 
SINGLE MOTHERS

MONTREAL(CUP)-- The 
Quebec government will spend 
$5 million this year to pay 
tuition fees and expenses for 
single mothers who want to 
attend CEGEP or university, 
but some say the admission 
criteria are too strict. 

Marie- Jeanne Robin, the 
press attache for Quebec? s 
minister of social affairs, said 
the program was designed to 
" give a hand to women who 
can' t (go back to school) on 
their own." 

Rohin said the ministry^ s 
statistics show that after two 
years on welfare, women have 
an 85 % chance of staying 
there. The program is aimed 
at these people, she said. 

There are 80 000 singe 
parents on welfare in Quebec, 
Robin said, and there cannot 
be programs for all of them. 
"Its a start," she said. Eighty 
per cent of single parents are 
women. 

The government hopes to 
sponsor 5 000 women who 
want to return to school over 
two years. The program will 
pay their t uition, books, 
daycare, and moving costs if 
the women want to study in 
another Quebec city. 



MARCH 8 WOMAN'S DAY 
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In the past, Quebec's 
loans and bursaries policy 
discriminated against singe 
parents because they would 
lose their welfare payments if 
they applied for loans and 
bursaries. Welfare for singfe 
mothers is now $600 a month 
with one child, $634 with two. 

But the program is open 
to only to women who have 
been on welfare for more than 
two years and want to go to 
school full-time. The 
government support lasts for 
three semesters. 

"For many of us, this 
program is a first victory for 
freedom of for our future and 
that of our parents," 
Marie-Therese Sevigny, a 
part-time Universite de Quebec 
a Montreal student and single 
parent, wrote in La Presse. 
"But the admission criteria 
contain serious gaps." 

"One must be on welfare 
for 24 consecutive months to 
be admissable," Sevigny wrote. 
"This is a useless waste of 
time and an exaggerated 
delay." 

Sevigny also thinks the 
program should cover the full 
term of study, two-three years 
in CEGEP and three- four years 
in university, instead of just 
three semesters. "How can 
the beneficiary of the program 
continue her studies, after 
having taken the taste?" 
Sevigny asked. 

"We hope that after 
(three semesters) the women 
will have acquired 
independence," Robin said.
